TWO MORE VICTIMS ARE ADDED

Death's cruel hand has fallen heavily 
up. n the Hallisy families, and two 
more deaths are added to the number 
already recorded. Mis. Ra\ntond llai- 
lisy died Tuesday ni^lit at 10 o'clock, 
and when the lamps were beint; light- 
ed for the celebration of Christmas 
evening msc«res of happier burner in 
the city the soul of little Michael 
Hallisy went to meet its maker. 
These deaths are attended bv the 


must pitiable circumstances." Ray- 
mond ilallisy is a well known young 
miner residing on John street in Ken- 
ilworth addition just beyond the city 
limits. They were making their way 
well in the world when diphtheria en- 
tered their home a few week* ago 
and claimed their two children.

He too fought a 
good tifiht. but Thursday morning 
at five o'cl'-ck he died.

PRESENT DANGER OF WAR AVERTED. 


Governments Officially Announce the 


Acceptance of the Protocol, but the 
Preparations For Hostilities Con- 
tinue—Developments In the Dispute 
Between Bolivia and P<ra. 
Santiago de Chile. Dec. 26.—After a 


fresh, conference between President 
Riesco, Foreiga Minister Yacez and 
Senor Portela, the Argentine minister. 
the new agreesaent was signed, the 
latest modifications to the former pro- 
posals being accepted. 


The government has officiary con- 


firmed the statement that the new 
agreement has been signed, putting aa 
end to the conflict between the two 
nations. 


Warlike Preparations. 


Buenos Arres. Dec. 26.—Tha news- 


papers say the new protocol between 
Chile and Argentina dispels the imme- 
diate danger of war but that the rem- 
edy is not permanent. It is reported 
that the protocol has been signed. The 
armies of the two countries are. mean- 
•while, continuing their warlike prepar- 
ations. Chile has decided upon the 
erection of new fortifications at Tal- 
cahnano and Punta Arenas. At a 
secret session of the Chilian senate 
the government demanded authority 
for the expenditure of $15.000,000 in 
preparations for defence. The sitting 
•was an exciting one. It was finally 
decided to authorize the floating of a 
loan for the purpose.

Constructor H. S. Glllmor D 


Oa.s From Man?' Ve*»«?ls. 


The annnai saeetms of the Society of 


Xavai Architects and Marine Engi- 
neers held ia the auctitoriam of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
geers ended the other day. says the 
Xew York JonruaL Perhaps the most 
interesting and important paper read, 
•which provoked much discussion, was 
that by Naval Constructor EL G. Gill- 
mor. C. S. X.. oa •'A Brief Comparison 
of Recent Battleship Designs." 


Constructor Gillmor chose for consid- 


eration the newest types of battleships 
—the Duncan. Great Britain; the Wit- 
telsbach. Germany; the Borodino. Rus- 
sia: the Victorio Emmanuele, Italy: 
the Mikasa. Japan, and the Virginia. 
United States. From these he built up 
a typical battleship—"a type design." 
he called it- He said: 


-To establish a basis for the present 


comparison it is proposed to assume a 
vessel whose dimensions are those of 
the largest vessel under consideration 
In which the features of armament, 
protection, speed and coal snpply em- 
bodied are the minima of these several 
features, which may be found among 
the designs under discussion. Such a 
vessel would represent the extreme 
limit to which, as jadged from current 
practice, it is thought possihle to re- 
tJnee the se-eral elements and will be 
designated a type design.' 


'•This type design* will, then, be a 


vessel of about 435 feet in length and 
TO feel in breadth, about the estreme 
dimensions of the Virginia class, hav- 
ing a siH'-ed of IS knots, the speed of 
the Mik:'.s;i and Borodino, with a nor- 
mal con! suiipiy of 650 tons, that of the 
Wlttelsl'sic-h: a battery of four 9.4 inch 
guns, the first caliber battery of the 
Wittelsbach. and twelve 8 inch guns. 
twelve 12 pounder and six 3 pounder 
guns, the second caliber guns and sec- 
ondary battery of the Duncan; two tor- 
pedo tubes, as in the Virginia; a water 
line belt seven inches thick and seven 
feet wide, extending from the after 
barbette for two-thirds of the length of 
the vessel, with two inch nickel steel 
plating carried from the forward end 
of this belt to the stem, the water line 
protection of the Duncan, surmounted 
l>y a shorter belt six inches in thick- 
ness; inclosed buckheads at Its ends of 
the same thickness extending up to the 
top of the gun deck to form a protected 
battery, as on the Wittelsbach: the 9.4 
Inch guns and ammunition supply pro- 
tected by barbettes and ammunition 
tubes carrying armor eight niches in 
th'ckness. the protection of the first 
caliber guns of the Vittorio Emmano- 
eic. nntl the G inch guns and ammuni- 
tion supply pro!~-ted by six inch ar- 
m<-,r, the protection of th» second cali- 
5-er guns provided in all of the resigns 
under consideration."
